Will 
we see more work by him? A story 
perhaps? I hope so! 

“Here Comes a Candle” is excellent! 

What more can one say 
about a well written, well drawn, fun, 
clever, and exceptionally entertaining 
story? I look forward to seeing it in every 
issue. 

Things are heating up well with

but detailed art, crisp dialog. Interesting 
that the main character is female. I like 
strong female characters in conflict. | am 
intrigued.
